" Subjoct is a typical R* ,i scientist rfio has succeeded 
to o remarkable degree in combining the positions of 0 OIS agent rdth 
thOBO of Rn ethnographical research expert* !'.e is a man of conoider- 
able intelligence and ability, qualities which are, herwevor, equalled 
by liio conoeit and ruthlessness. Although severely critical of nany 
Nazi raethods, hs remains a convinced and radical Nazi. Prior to the 
discovery of . uis hidden records, he deliberately withheld information 
and made false statements concerning hio pre-war connections vdt-h the 
GIS and the tvact scope of his activities as Gruppcnlciter Vl/G. 
Insofar, howsver, as it lias been possible to check the information he 
- has finally given with the records and diaries which have since 
to. light, his statements have been found to be accurate. But it is . 
possible that he nay still be withholding information on the GIS, and 
in particular on the post-war piano and preparations of AMT VI of the 
RSHA."
